| WASHINGTON, May 18 (AP) 
—Pressure by Russia for a 
western reply to its latest dis- 
armament plan reportedly set 
off a top level review of United 
States disarmament policy now 
under way here. 

The State Department an- 
nounced late yesterday that new 
decisions are in the making. 
They are expected by the end 


of next week. 

Harold E. Stassen, top United 
States representative in United 
Nations 
London, returned to Washing- 
ton earlier yesterday. Shortly 
afterward, he made a 24-hour 
report to Secretary of State 
John Foster Dulles, Secretary 
of Defense Charles E. Wilson, 
Chairman Lewis L. Strauss of 
the Atomic Energy Commission, 
Robert Cutler, White House aid 
on National Security Council 
matters, and other officials. 

State Department press offi- 
cer Joseph Reap announced 
later that Stassen had made “a 
full report” on the London 
negotiations and had “answered 
a ‘number of questions” which 
were not publicly reported. 

“The meeting today,” Reap 
said, “was the beginning of dis- 
cussions which will lead to 
further formulation of the 
United States position in the 
light of various proposals, in- 
cluding the Soviet proposals of 
April 30.” 

*Vaiting for Reply. 

was understood that Soviet 
representative Valerian Zorin 
told the five-power meeting in 
London a few days ago that 
Russia did not see how any 
further negotiating could be 
effectively carried on until the 
western powers had replied to 
the Soviet plan. 

The London talks were re- 
cessed on Thursday until May 
27, and Stassen immediately 
flew back to Lees are a Pre- 
sumably, representatives of 
Britain, France and Canada, the 
other nations involved in the 
London talks, also were consult- 
ing their governments. 

The Russian proposal, which 
covered all aspects of disarma- 
ment from ending hydrogen 
bomb tests to cutting military 
manpower and setting up a 
limited system of international 
aerial inspection, has interested 
American officials chiefly on 
two points. 

In the first place, it was in- 
terpreted here as meaning that 
Russia accepts the principle of 
aérial inspection—long advo- 
cated by President Eisenhower 
—as h. ogy to Soviet territory. 
Secondly, it declared Russian 
readiness to approach a dis- 
armament agreement by rela- 
tively easy stages instead of in- 
sisting on initial development 
of a complete program, begin- 
ning with abandonment of 
atomic weapons as instruments 
of war. 

Some Optimism. 

These points, coupled with 
what Stassen has described as 
a more serious attitude on the 
part of Russia toward disarma- 
ment efforts, have given rise 
to. some optimism about the pos- 
sibility of reaching a limited 
agreement on arms reduction 
and a system of inspection. 

Questions now up for decision 
by the State and Defense De- 
partments, the AEC, and finally 
by Mr. Eisenhower, are reported 
to include the precise definition 
of a test area for aerial inspec- 
tion which the United States 
would be willing to accept. 
United States officials also must 
decide on the extent of any mili- 
tary cutback and safeguards

First Thought 
He Was Dead 


Worker Says Sob 
Told Him Effort 
Was Success.

MANORVILLE, N.Y., May 18 
—Like everyone else, Sam 
Woodson thought Benjamin 
Hooper Jr. was dead. 

“IT reached out and touched 
his hand. It didn’t feel right,” 
said the Negro construction 
worker who was the first per- 


son to reach the 7-year-old boy. 
He had crawled through the 
dark, man-made tunnel the last 
| painful inches to the well where 
the boy was trapped. 

He was unable to see the boy 
clearly and, from the way the 
boy’s hand lay limply above his 
head, it appeared lifeless. 

But then the boy, who had for 
nearly 24 hours been only 21 
feet away from safety, began to 
whimper. It was the cry of a 
frightened, hurt little boy. How- 
ever, to Sam Woodson, the man 
who brought him out alive, that 
sob was the sweetest music he 
had ever heard. 

Tells of Rescue. 

As he sat by the side of the 
hole a few minutes later, an 
army blanket over his big 
shoulders, trembling and some- 
what dazed, Woodson told of 
the rescue—a rescue that sent 
a surge of elation through a 
crowd of hundreds of bystand- 
ers and to persons throughout 
the country who had waited 
eagerly. 

He tugged at the peak of a 
cap that once had been white 
and said: “I feel fine.” But the 
way he spoke showed that the 
effort had taken a lot out of 
him. This was the story he told 
as he shivered there inthe 
evening air: 

“God told me this morning 
to get that child out of that 
hole. I was in and out of there 
all day. 

“Sure, I was tired. But I kept 
thinking of my little girl—she’s

—Senate rackets committee in- 
vestigators said today future 
public hearings on dealings of 
Nathan W. Shefferman, a Chi- 
cago labor relations consultant 
to employers, will involve 
“other labor leaders” beside 
Teamsters president Dave Beck. 

The Senate committee al- 
ready has announced it will ask 
Shefferman about testimony 
that he paid Beck $8000 out of 
a $12,000 commission he alleged- 
ly received when the Téamsters 


union bought the site for its 


palatial headquarters at the foot 
of Capitol Hill. 

Chairman John L. McClellan 
(Dem.), Arkansas and some of 
his aids on the special inves- 
tigating committee said the 
group will look into coast-to- 
coast operations of Shefferman, 
who gets fees for advising em- 
ployers on their problems with 
organized labor. 

At Least 2 Other Unions. 

Robert F. Kennedy, commit- 
tee counsel, said the investiga- 


tors hoped to start the hearings 
about mid-June. He said the 
hearings will involve officials 
of “at least two unions in addi- 
tion to the Teamsters.” He de- 
clined to name them, but said 
New York is one city the hear- 
ings will cover. 

The committee recessed its 
inquiry yesterday. McClellan 
and Kennedy said it has not yet 
been decided whether to hold 
any further hearings before 
early June.

MANORVILLE, N.Y., May 18 
(AP)—Seven-year-old Benjamin 
Hooper Jr. napped restiessly 
today under an oxygen tent as 
his mother and father kept a 
bedside vigil. 


The sandy-haired, blue-eyed 
boy was pulled last night from 
the bottom of a well in his back 
yard. He had been trapped in 
the well for nearly 24 hours. 

An ambulance raced the boy 
to Bayview General Hospital at 
nearby Mastic. He was re- 
ported in good condition today, 
suffering from shock and ex- 
posure. He took his first solid 
food—warm cereal—since his 
entrapment. 

Benny’s 6-year-old sister, 
Wendy, visited him briefly this 
morning accompanied by her 
maternal grandmother, Mrs. 
Nettie Hooper, and her uncle, 
Ronald A. Hooper. 

“Hello, Wendy,” her brother 
said. 

Later he asked for a toy auto- 
mobile for his birthday. 

“He’s doing fine,” said the 
boy’s father, Benjamin Hooper. 

“Mommy” was the boy’s first 
word after his rescue and then 
he called for “daddy.” 

‘Condition Is Good.’ 

“The boy's condition is good,” 
said Dr. J. H. Kris, the attend- 
ing physician. “He is able to 
talk and asked for food. He 
has taken some food. Every- 
thing is on the up and up.” 

The boy took some beef 
broth, hot tea with sugar and 
ginger ale. 

He was given antibiotics to 
guard against the possibility of 
respiratory infection. His tem- 
perature was nearly normal. 

Doctors learned he had suf- 
fered a shoulder injury when 
he fell into the well. He was to 
be X-rayed later to determine 
whether there was a fracture. 

Dr. Kris said doctors would 
need to keep a close watch for 
24 hours because of the danger 
of pneumonia in such cases of 
exposure.

ATOMIC TEST SITE, Nev., 
May 18 (AP) — Threatening 
winds forced a third postpone- 
ment of the atomic test ex- 
plosion early today. The shot, 
scheduled for 5 a.m., will not 
be attempted before tomorrow. 

The midnight weather evalu- 
ation bore out earlier appre- 
hensions that winds might drop 
radioactive fallout material on 
populated areas in southern 
Nevada. 

The nuclear device to be fired 
from a 500-foot tower is the 
first of the United States’ sum- 
mer series of atomic tests. The 
device is relatively small, hav- 
ing the energy equivalent of 
10,000 tons of TNT.

“I can give you assurance that 
we have every expectation of 
success,” he said. 


Gen. Schriever added, how- 
ever, that success requires crea- 
tion of a national reservoir of 
technically trained people. He 
said that in 1950, 25 per cent of 
college graduates entered engi- 
neering and science, whereas in 
1954, it had dropped to 18 per 
cent. In the Soviet Union, by 
contrast, the number of engi- 
neering degrees granted has 
doubled in the last six years. 

To keep pace with missile de- 
velopment, the Air Force has 
activated the country’s first bal- 
listics missile training base,— 
Cooke Air Force Base, Calif.

‘Senator Morse Says Idaho 
Power Case Rivals Beck’s 
for ‘Immorality.’ 


WASHINGTON, May 18 (AP) 
—Fast tax write-offs for pri- 
vate utilities, and particularly 
the grant to Idaho Power Co. 
for two dams in the Hell’s Can- 
yon reach of the Snake river, 
were denounced yesterday at 
a Senate hearing. 

Senator Wayne Morse (Dem.), 
Oregon, lead-off witness before 
the Senate anti-trust and 
monopoly subcommittee, said 
the Idaho power case was com- 
parable in “immorality” to 
Dave Beck's handling of the 
funds of the Teamsters Union. 

Certificates of necessity 
granted by the Office of De- 
fense Mobilization permit com- | 
panies to write off all or part. 
of the cost of new facilities in| 
five years instead of amortiz- 
'ing it over 20 years or longer. 
| Senator Estes Kefauver 
(Dem.), Tennessee, the subcom- 
mittee chairman, said in open- 
ing the hearing that “it appears 
indefensible” that private utili- 
ties with a “guaranteed rate of 
return” have had such benefits. 

He said the matter had been 
pushed to the fore by issuance 
of certificates allowing the 
Idaho Power Co. rapid amorti- 
zation of some $65,000,000 of 
the cost of two hydro-electric 
projects on the Snake river be- 
tween Idaho and Oregon. 

Public power advocates are 
still trying for legislation for a 
federal Hell’s Canyon dam. 

Morse said that since the 
Korean war “ODM has merely 
made it more profitable to do 
what industry was going to do 
in any event.”

OKLAHOMA FLOODS 


Up to 9 Inches in Some 
Areas—Northeast Prepares 
for Record High Water. 


EGYPT PROMISES 


OKLAHOMA CITY, May 18 
(AP)—Widespread flooding in 
two sections of Oklahoma in- 


tensified today after nine 
inches of rain fell in some areas 
overnight. 


The third straight day of 
rains in this previously drouht- 
stricken state caused an alert 
for a record flooding in the 
northeast section from the 
Cimarron and Arkansas rivers. 

The storm casualty toll since 
Wednesday night stands at 
eight. 

Nine inches of rain in the 
Washita river basin of south 
central Oklahoma caused that 
stream to flood lowlands and 
practically isolate small towns. 

For the third time in a 
month, some residents of Wau- 
rika, near the Texas border,, 
had to be evacuated. 

Officers there reported Cow 
and Beaver creeks, which con- 
verge in the small farm com- 
munity, flooded overnight from 
heavy rains. Fifty families were 
evacuated and another 150 fam- 
ilies were standing by and may 
have to leave. 

In the northeast at Tulsa, 
Oklahoma’s second largest city, 
the worst flood in history was 
forecast as that city braced for 
the crest of the Arkansas to- 
night. The flood stage at Tulsa 
is 19 feet. This morning the 
river was at 17.45 feet. At Bix- 
by, a low level city southeast 
of Tulsa. about a fourth of the 
population of 3500 residents 
-had moved out. Heavy over- 
night rainfall closed some roads 
in the area. 

At Keystone in the northeas 
where the Arkansas and 
Cimarron converge, the Cimar- 
ron was out of its banks in the 
lowlands. 


DALLAS, Tex., May 18 (AP) 
—A squall line swept across the 
northern part of Texas late yes- 
terday and today, setting off 
turbulent rain, hail-and thun- 
derstorms. At least three tor- 
nadoes were reported, but only 
one struck ground and caused 
no damage.

‘Will Take Whatever 
Measures It Deems 


Necessary — Cites 
Right to Defense. 


CAIRO, May 18 (AP)—Egypt 
declared yesterday it “will take 
whatever measures it deems 
necessary” if Israel attempts to 
send a test ship through the 
Suez canal. 

A statement by Abdel Kader 
Hatem, director of information, 
said Egypt “has the right to 
defend its territory and safe- 
guard its security” under article 
10 of the Constantinople con- 
vention of 1888 governing. pas- 
sage through the waterway. 

The statement, first official 
reaction to Israel's announced 
intention of testing its right of 
passage through the canal after 
its reopening, said: 

“Egypt ... will take what- 
ever measures she deems neces- . 
sary for the safety of the canal, 
which is an integral part of her 
territory.” 

Egypt has barred the canal to 
Israeli shipping and cargoes on 
the ground the two countries 
are technically in a state of war. 

The statement said Egypt 
“will exercise this right fully 
and will hold’ fast to it, for it 
is its legal right as stated in 
article 51 of the United Nations’ 
charter, which says that every 
state is entitled to exercise the 


right of ‘self defense.’ 


‘No power in the world will 
prevent Egypt from exercising 
this legal right.” 
‘Not Influenced’ by Egypt's 
Stand, Israel Still Plans Test. 
WASHINGTON, May 18 (UP) 


—The Israeli Embassy charged 
today that Egypt is running the 
| Suez canal “under a regime of 
deliberate illegality.” 

A spokesman said “Israe] will 
not be influenced” by an Egyp- 
tian statement that Egypt would 
invoke its right of self-defense 
against any effort by Israel to 
‘send a test ship through the 
canal. The spokesman said Israel 
continues to plan to exercise

Increased payroll needs for 
the current year have jumped 
$4,801,000 over those of last 
year. This accounts for most of 
the $5,500,000 increase in the 
proposed budget for this year, 
the Mayor said. 

Recently authorized police de- 
partment increases account for 
$2°833,000 of the rise in the pay- 
roll. Provision for additional 
nursing and auxiliary care for 
patients in city institutions is 
made at a proposed increased 
cost of $1,147,000. Most of the 
remainder of the increase is 
due to salary rises granted last 
year. They were effective only 
during eight months of last 
year. They now will be effec- 
tive throughout an entire fiscal 
year, thus increasing the cost 
over the previous year.

Three Years Later 


Three years ago this month the United States 
Supreme Court ordered the desegregation of 
public schools. On the anniversary of this occa- 
sion, some 50,000 persons held a “Prayer Pil- 
grimage for Freedom” in Washington. The Rev. 
Martin Luther King Jr. of Montgomery, 
Ala., appealed to the President for “strong ag- 
gressive leadership” in behalf of racial justice. 

Why is executive leadership necetsary? What 
does the record of three years show? 

One year ago the Post-Dispatch published an 
editorial, “Two Years of Achievement,” which 
described vast progress toward integration of 
public schools in Missouri, Kansas, Maryland, 
Oklahoma and Kentucky, considerable progress 
in southern Texas, and hesitant steps in Arkan- 
sas and Tennessee. , 

The first two years after the Supreme Court's 
order were years of achievement, not just be- 
cause progress was made in those states where 
obstacles were fewest, but because even those 
states might not have integrated their schools 
if the court had not ordered it done. 

The third year after the court order, however, 
has shown far less achievement. The single 
major example of public school integration oc- 
curred in Louisville, which was indeed signifi- 
cant. And integration was extended somewhat 
in other parts of Kentucky, Oklahoma, Mary- 
land and berder states generally. 

Nevertheless, not one inch of advancement 
has occurred in f've states of the Deep South 
where, in fact, resistance to integration grew 
bolder. Alabama, Mississippi, North Carolina 
and Virginia adopted types of “pupil assign- 
ment” laws, or other measures to resist integra- 
tion. The Louisiana Legislature simply declared 
that “all schools shall be operated separately.” 
The past year began with general resistance to 
the law of the land and ended the same way. 

Hence it can now be said that the integration 
order of 1954 has accomplished much of its 
purpose in the border states, but has yet to face 
the challenge of defiance in the Deep South. 

No doubt, as the years and the courts proceed, 
and as integration closes around the Deep South, 
some inroads will be made on unéqual education 
in those five states. But it is clear that the 
impetus of integration would be stronger if the 
federal courts had encouragement and assist- 
ance from the executive and legislative branches 
of the Government. 

President Eisenhower has yet to make a clear, 
unequivocal statement in behalf of equal treat- 
ment of public school children in the Deep 
South. His party’s leadership in Congress has 
done little about the issue, and the Democratic 
majority now seems reluctant to meet the issue 
of civil rights generally for fear of a party split. 

Three years after the Supreme Court order, 
the advance of educational democracy has 
reached a wall far south of the Mason-Dixon, 
line. A statement by the President as the one 
man elected to speak for the nation could help 
to breach that wall. 
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Low State of Pater Familias .~ 
A lengthy report by the Chicago University 
Family Study Center and a national survey 
by the National Board of the Young Women’s 
Christian Association, both made recently, cast 
a somewhat somber shadow on the American 
husband. The Y.W.C.A. survey shows that 68 
per cent of the women and girls were satisfied 
with roles in life, 25 per cent wanted mar- 
riage, per cent wanted to be single and 
working and only about 2 per cent wished 
they were men, . The Chicago U. study purports 
to show that*shifting social patterns have taken 
the authority owt of the hands of the husband 
and given it to the wife and offspring. Perhaps 
that explains why only 2 per cent of the 
women in the survey said they wished they 
could be men. 
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Classic Confusion in the County 

Another black mark is about to be entersd 
in the dismal record of the county government 
on the 1955 bond issue. Cost estimates on 
which the program was based now are described 
as “extremely sketchy.” So much so, in fact, 
that. the possibility looms clearly that fewer 
road projects can be undertaken than origin 
anticipated. , 

And s0 a program that has been almost a 
classic of confused and delayed execution is 
now revealed as one that was so poorly planned 
that some parts of it will never be. 

Where does this leave county taxpayers who 
agreed to carry the financial load in the rosy 
expectations they would soon be in position to 
benefit from some public improvements? It 
leaves them where they have been: waiting. 

The county's governmental machinery is 
awkward and ill-suited to handling the bond is- 
sue program efficiently. The fact that a special 
bond issue office has had to be extemporized is 
a clear admission of that lack, if the depressing 
dearth of complete projects were not enough. 

Still, if County Supervisor Matthews were to 
hound the engineers and the watchdogs maybe 
the program would move at a faster pace. Like 
war, which must be waged every day, the bond 
issue must be pushed continuously; that is one 
of the principal things the supervisor ought to 
supervise—not once a week, but daily. 
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Next, the Anti-Missile Missile 


Civilization seems to be advancing at a 
progressively more rapid pace ag*time goes on, 
with the scientist and the inventor playing 
major roles: The advances take place in man’s 
arsenal of weapons as well as in more construc- 
tive areas. 

A glimpse into the future can be had from 
the released testimony of a House Military Ap- 
propriations subcommittee which confirms for 
the first time that a multi-million-dollar project 
will be undertaken soon to develop a missile for 
shooting down intercontinental ballistic missiles. 
Yet the LC.B.M., which is expected to have a 
range of several thousand miles and a speed of 
15,000 miles an hour, has beeh regarded widely 
as “the ultimate weapon.” 

- If this anti-missile missile, on which the Army 
will spend $410,000,000 in research and develo 
ment within the next year, is perfected, w 
that give cause for hope? Or will it simply 
emphasize that man is like a squirrel running 
in a circular cage? It has long been a military 
axiom that for every means of offense that is 
developed a counter is soon perfected. 

Away baek in the dim, dark days, some pre- 
historic man discovered how to strike a harder 
blew than the blow of his fist and at a greater 
distance than the length of his arm. He used 
the untrimmed stick and the hand-thrown stone. 
Some other chap invented the shield. So it 
progressed. The history of the battleship was 
one of continuous rivalry between guns and 
armor. The history of the plane has been one 


of more speed and higher altitude, with the 


interceptor and the anti-aircraft or missile bat- 
tery staying close on the trail.

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After Christmas Island 

There cannot be much rejoicing anywhere 
over the British explosion of a hydrogen bomb 
at Christmas island. Whatever pride Britain 
can take in having become an H-bomb power, 
whatever satisfaction this’ may bring tq the 
Western alliance; are offset by the knowledge 
that as more nations acquire the H-bomb its 
control becomes more difficult. 

Now there are three. Tomorrow there may 
be four, five, six. And the more the unmerrier. 

So the experiments at Christmas island turn 
attention back to the U.N. disarmament sub- 
committee meetings in London. There lies the 
key to what men everywhere realize must be 
done sooner or later—an agreed and safeguarded 
suspension of, tests on at least the biggest 
bombs, those which create the greatest radia- 
tion dangers from fallout. 

Both President Eisenhower and- Secretary 
Dulles this week indicated that the new Russian 
proposals of April 30 give evidence of a genuine 
change in attitude. Presidential Assistant Har- 
old E. Stassen, home for a recess in the talks, 
speaks again of the “seriousness” with which 
all parties are trying to negotiate a partial: dis- 
armament pact. : 

The Soviet proposals of April 30 included ac- 
ceptance of aerial inspection in principle, to be 
extended to defined areas of Siberia, Alaska, the 
Western United States, and Europe. Mr. Stas- 
sen has made an informal counter-proposal for 
inspection of a somewhat different area’ of 
Europe, and for Alaska and maritime Siberia, 
And’ now Mr. Dulles says he would like to see 
the first inspection set up in Arctic areas alone, 
with action on Europe possibly coming later. ° 

It, is true, as Mr. Dulles says, that the multi- 
plicity of nations and political factors in Europe 
would make inspection more complicated there 
than in the Arctic wastes where population and 
political boundaries are few. Nevertheless we 
hope the United States Government, which has 
not yet defined its position, will put no obstacles 
in the way of starting European inspection just 
as sOon as possible. 

Any great East-West war would have to 
involve Europe. Inspection of the Historic ave- 
nues of assault on that continent should, there- 
fore, pay the greatest dividends. When com- 
bined with inspection of the Arctic areas over 
which direct conflict between the United States 
and the Soviet Union would take place, great 
safeguards against surprise attack would thus 
be set up. 

Along with those safeguards, the whole world 
needs earliest possible relief from the anxieties 
accompanying super-bomb tests. It may be 
significant that in their April 30 proposals the 
Russians urged that the question of halting 
tests be singled out from the -broader issues 
surrounding atomic disarmament, so that a 
solution could be sought “as a measure of high 
priority . . . without delay.”

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Counties and Nursing Homes 

Legislation permitting Missouri counties to 
finance and lease nursing home to non-profit 
operators has been sent by the Legislature to 
Gov. Blair. This can be a useful law and we 
trust use, will be made of it; tly. Some 
Missourf county can perform a service for the 
elderly throughout the state by constituting it- 
self a laboratory for trying out the new. tool 
of human service which has become available. 

Rural counties may prove those in which the 
new enabling law can be of greatest help. Many 
of the nursing homes found to be woefully sub- 
standard are situated in areas of lesser popula- 
tion. The closing of one or two such homes for 
failure to meet the newly adopted safety stand- 
ards might easily mean there would be no 
nursing-home facilities in an entire county, 

In that event, action at the county level of 
goyernment might be the only remaining alter- 
native. It is an experiment well worth the 
trying. 
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Glancing at Dave Beck’s ‘Partners’ 

As the McClellan Committee continued to ask 
unanswered questions about the activities of 
Teamster Boss Dave Beck, his kinsmen and as- 
sociates, Senator John F. Kennedy brought 
about a brief but important shift of emphasis by 
saying that he would “like to call attention of 
the committee to some ef the business men in- 
volved with Beck.” 

His emphasis may have been most heavy on 
John L. Wilson of Anheuser-Busch, but his re- 
buke also included such firms as the Fruehauf 
Trailer Corp., the Associated Trucking Corp. of 
New York, Montgomery Ward & Co., the Occi- 
dental Life Insurance Co. of California, the 
Union Purchasing Co. and others. 

“While I think Mr, Beck is culpable,” said 
Senator Kennedy, “I think that these men who 
came here and told this committee they saw 
¢ ‘which this committee should take 

While only a judge and a jury can determine 
guilt and the degrees of it, the committee can 
point up what Senator Kennedy called “pecul- 
iar and abnormal” exchange of favors and mu- 
tually profitable alliances. One can have only 
sympathy: for the little shop-keeper who is vic- 


timized by racketeers in the name of unionism. 
But! large @orporations are less easily “terror- 
ized” into deals. And when those deals are 
profitable to them or ruinous to their compeéti- . 


tors, they owe the public an explanation. 


The need of new legal safeguards for union: 


funds has been made clear enough by the Me-

raised the question whether there is need for 
new regulations against “unfair business prac- 
tices.” Since it is the function of the committee 
not so much to conduct a trial as to unearth 
evidence for congressional guidance in law-mak- 
ing, the committee should consider the possibil- 
ity of legislation which would keep both part- 
ners from entering “a peculiar and abnormal 
business relationship.” 
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A Partial Answer 

Now that the State Senate has passed a bill 
calling for speed limits of 70 miles an hour on 
divided highways and 65 miles on other high- 
ways, fixed limits seem inevitable for Missouri. 
Well enforced, they should help to reduce reck- 
less driving. The danger is that the legislators, 
and the police, may regard fixed speed limits 
as the answer to the traffic safety. problem. 
They are not.’ A number of states with fixed 
speeds have had worse accident records than 
Missouri. Speed contributes heavily to acci- 
dents, certainly, but the prime contributor is 
the driver himself. And the best thing the 
Legislature could do for traffic safety in this 
state is to bring a stronger driver's license bill 
out of and pass it.

Why Cities Oppose the Gas Bill

Perennial natural gas bill has been watered down from previous

The extent to which the producers’ 
price of natural gas should be regulat- 
ed by the Federal Government is now 
being ¢onsidered by the House Com- 
merce’ Committee, which is holding 
hearings on the Harris-O'Hara bill. 
This is a watered-down version of the 
Harris-Fulbright bill vetoed by the 
President last year after Senator Case 
(Rep.), South Dakota, revealed the al- 
leged attempt at influence with a $2500 
“campaign contribution.” 

Unlike its predecessor, the present 
bill would not remove well-head prices 
from regulation. Instead it would set 
up a formula which would subject the 
producers to regulations different from 
those which apply to all other gas com- 
panies. Elsewhere along the line, in 
interstate commerce, the so-called util- 
ity-type formula applies. This means 
cost plus a “just and reasonable” re- 
turn. 

The Harris-O’Hara bill would estab- 
lish a market value standard with gas, 
insofar as the producer is concerned, 
considered as a commodity instead of 
a service. The Administration believes 
this goes too far and wants costs to be 
considered in establishing prices. Even 
producers differ on its effect. 

The producers—generally the big oil 
companies— have apparently realized 


the futility of attempting to get some- 
thing like the MHarris-Fulbright bill 


‘ threugh this’ Congress. So they have 


compromised, And they cannot argue 
now that the bill would erase the phi- 
losophy of federal control which Amer- 
icans find distasteful. 


But, they say, it would provide in- 
centive to the industry by allowing a 
more just return on investment. In the 
long run, they argue this would work 
to the advantage of the consumer by 
assuring a plentiful gas supply. 


But the cities representing large con- 
sumer interests oppose this bill as they 
have other attempts to relax regulation 
in the past. If gas is to be controlled 
at all—-and the Supreme Court has up- 
held ch regulation—it would seem 
that there should be reasonable regu- 
lations all along the line. “The Harris- 
O’Hara bill provides a double standard 
and furthermore includes rate protec- 
tion at the wellhead only when some- 
one files a protest. 


Compromises have taken a large part 
of the fire out of the issue but the bill 
still comes b geo to a conflict of inter- 
ests betwee! producers and consumers. 
This puts the interests of Kansas City 
and other urban communities in oppo- 
sition to the bill.

The countryside looks ramshackle 
lean hogs and chickens and skinny 
cows, and is, like the Island of Lewis 
in the Hebrides, a car cemetery. The 
people are ong and lean, quick to

glish, 

They are making the sorriest use of 
their land, The countryside had its 
best trees of white and red oak and 
short-leaf pine felled in successive 
waves of taking the best. Then, as you 
would expect in such a people, they 
are mad-keen on using fire and the 
country has been burned through and 
through. This has encouraged oak 
scrub which gets very dense. These 


are poor trees and poor calcium pumps. 
The field layer is poor; some places 
have been grazed so hard there has 
been serious loss of organic matter. 


The, method of producing pasture 
is to fence an area; girdie the trees so 
they die and put in a flock of goats 
to .punish the. small woody growth. 
When all is killed ant? the goats are 
starving; the animals are moved to a 
fresh inclosure. *~Broom sedge begins 
to grow and there you have an im- 
proved pasture which was quite shock- 
ing to me but is not to a hillbilly. 


Another notion of land use is to 
clear, grow. strawberries or tomatoes 
for three years atid move on; this be- 
ing described by one local newspaper 
as a “splendid enterprise.” Abandoned 
farms are common and I was struck by 
how recently they had been hacked out 
and abandoned, few lasting more than 
25 years. One log cabin in ruins bore 
evidence of having been built about 
1925 and round it was that “prettiest 
bit of. bottom you ever saw,” now 
seething with birds and butterflies. I 
nearly became a hillbilly then and 
there.

questions. But, in its decisions 
the church is directly responsible 
to Christ and must look to ‘the 
New Testament as the law of 
Christianity by which it is to be 
governed, 

Christ organized the church so 
that his followers would have.a 
divine institution through which 
to co-operate in the work of 
preaching the gospel of repent- 
ance and remission of sins to all 
nations. The church is ideal ‘for 
co-operation, ‘In 
it the followers of 
Christ are joined 
together in an or- 
ganization with 
divine sanction— 
a brotherhood of kindred spirits 
made one in Christ by the 
regenerating power of the Holy 
Spirit—for the purpose of mak- 
ing Christ known to the world, 

Accepting the New Testament 
as the inspired revelation of 
Christ, a church must strive to 
follow its teachings and to ob- 
serve its requirements in worship 
and unity of organization. Bap- 
tism and the Lord’s Supper, the 
two divinely instituted ordi- 
nances, must be kept true to the 
New Testament pattern.

When they tried to cut across 
horizontally from the rescue

edly blocked their progress. 

The workmen thought of 
abandoning the shaft and at- 
tacking the well directly. It 
would be a last-ditch maneuver. 
It might cost the boy his life. 

Late in the day they reverted 
to their original plan. An in- 
genious device furnished by the 
Atomic Energy Commission 
turned the trick.
